TOWN OE WESTPORT. 

WHEREAS by Section seven of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 as 
amended by Article thirty-two of the Local Government (Adaptation of Irish 5 
Enactments) Order 1899 the Local Government Board for Ireland are empowered 
by provisional order to separate from a rural sanitary district any town or district 
wholly situate therein in which there are a town or township commissioners 
under any Act of Parliament whether the number of the inhabitants of such 
town or district is more or less than six thousand and to constitute it an urban jq 
sanitary district to be thereafter subject to all the provisions of the said Act of 
1878 as amended by the provisions of the Local Government (Ireland) Act 
1898 affecting urban sanitary districts. 

And whereas it is further enacted by the said Section seven ot the said Act 
of 1878 that no such provisional order shall be made except on petition from one J 5 
or other of the towns townships or districts affected by such order nor in the 
event of any objection being taken by any person affected thereby until after 
due local inquiry : 

And whereas by sub-section (1) of section forty-two of the said Local 
Government (Ireland) Act 1898 it is enacted in effect that where a town has a 20 
population exceeding one thousand five hundred according to the last published 
census for the time being but is not an urban sanitary district any order of the 
said Local Government Board constituting such town an urban sanitary district 
shall unless within three months after the order is published the Board receive a 
petition against it from at least one-fourth of the local government electors 25 
within the town or from the guardians of the union or council of the rural 
district comprising the town or any part thereof take effect without the authority 
0 arliament and that a certificate of the Board that no such petition has been 
receive ami that the order has taken effect shall be conclusive evidence of those 
tacts ! gQ 

And whereas fr is further enacted by sub-section (3) of the said section

And whereas the town of Westport is a town having commissioners under 
the Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act 1S54 and has a population exceeding 
thousand five hundred according to the last published census • 

And whereas the town of Westport is situated in and forms part of the rural 
district of Westport ill the administrative county of Mayo : 

And whereas We the Local Government Board for Ireland have received a 
petition from the town of Westport praying that the said town may he separated 
from the rural distnct of Westport in the administrative county of Mayo and be 
constituted an urban sanitary district :

And whereas all advertisements and notices required by the said Act of 1878 « & « n„, 
having been previously duly published served and given We the Local Govern 5a 
ment Board for Ireland have caused a local inquiry to be made as to the 
propriety of assenting to the prayer of the said petition and it appears to Us to 
20 be proper to assent thereto : 

Now therefore We the Local Government Board for Ireland acting in 
pursuance of the above-cited provisions of the Public Health (Ireland) Act 1878 « * ts Vict

1. From and after the first day of April in the year nineteen hundred 
unless within three months of the date of this present order we receive a 
petition against such order from at least one-fourth of the Local 
Government Electors within the town of Westport or from the board 
of guardians of Westport union or from the rural district council of 
Westport and if any such petition is so received by us and if this order 
is confirmed by Parliament then from and after the first day of October 
or the first day of April (whichever may first occur) next after such 
confirmation the town of Westport shall be separated from the rural 
district of Westport in the administrative county of Mayo and shall 
be constituted an urban sanitary district (herein-after called the urban 
district of Westport) subject to all the provisions of the Public Health 41 .» 48 
(Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1896 as amended by the provisions of the Local M & 60 Vict, 
Government (Ireland) Act 1898 affecting urban sanitary districts. 

2. To the urban sanitary authority of the urban district of Westport c. 87 ,°* Wt ' 
constituted by the foregoing article of this order (hereinafter called the 
urban district council of Westport) there shall be transferred — 
la.) The business of the rural district council of Westport in respect to 
public works so far as respects the said urban district 
constituted as aforesaid ; and 

(b.) So far as respects the said urban district the business of the county 
council of the administrative county of Mayo in relation to 
public works the expense of the maintenance of which is not 
wholly or partly leviable off the county-at-large.

3. Any adjustment of property rights and liabilities which may become 

necessary for the full and effectual carrying out of this order shall be 
made as between the urban district council of Westport and the county 
council of the administrative county of Mayo or as between the said 
urban district council and the rural district council of Westport or as g 
between the said urban district council and the board of guardians of the 
Westport Union or as between the said urban district council and any 
other persons whatsoever in manner provided by Article 30 of the 
Schedule to the Local Government (Application of Enactments) 
Order 1898. 10 

4. The costs and expenses of the Town Commissioners of the said town of 

Westport and of the Local Government Board for Ireland incurred in 
respect of the application for preparation and making of this Order and 
in the event of a petition being received as aforesaid of the confirmation 
of this Order by Parliament shall be paid l»y the urban district council 15 
of Westport out of and by means of the rates leviable under the Towns 
Improvement (Ireland) Act 1854 as amended by the Public Health 
(Ireland) Acts 1878 to 1896 and the Local Government (Ireland) 

Act 1S98. 

5. This Order may be cited as the Town of Westport Urban District 20 

Order 1899.
